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SUCCESS A N D FA ILU R E 
Are you successful? 
Are you a 
feetter’^? 
These two questions do not mean one 
and the same thing. The writers of books 
on ‘‘How to Succeed’’ think they do; but 
they don’t. 
It is possible for a “ go-getter” to be 
successful. 
It is also possible to be suc­ 
cessful without being a “ go-getter.” 
The “ go-getter” is the individual who 
starts out to make as much money as he 
can, or to climb as high as he can. 
The 
Roman Emperor Maximin was a “ go-get­ 
ter.” 
In his youth he was a Tracian 
shepherd; but being ambitious and about 
eight feet tall he joined the army and 
won rapid promotion. 
His one idea was 
to get ahead, and he was not particular 
iis to the means. 
He secured the favor 
of the Emperor Alexander Severus, and 
repaid him by having Alexander put to 
death in Maximin’s own tent- 
Maximin 
was then proclaimed emperor. 
The “ go- 
getter had succeeded. 
But he was not a 
success. 
After three bloody years he was 
assassinated by his own army. 
While Maximin was having his ups and 
downs, there were a few million Romans 
not mentioned by Gibbon who were mar- 
ijin g and raising families and educating 
their children and keeping their promises 
and trying to be decent, self-respecting 
citizens. 
In the opinion of Maximin and 
the authors of books on “ Success,” they 
were probably no-accounts, failures. 
But in the long history of the human 
race they were the successors, Maximin 
and his like the failures.

SPR IN G BLOSSOM TIM E 
^The great prodigality of nature in her 
efforts to supply man with food and with 
shade from the heat of a scorching sun 
is indicated with indisputable evidence by 
glance at some of the trees as they 
now appear, laden with spring blossoms. 
It is also self-evident that not nearly all 
of the blossoms with their promise ever 
mature. If they did a tree which bears 
countless fragrant blossoms would not be 
able to carry the load of mature fruit. 
It 
would be a strange provision of nature 
that all the apples born on a tree should 
matuie and, dropping to the ground, pro- 
pogate other apple trees. 
Soon there 
would be a thicket of scrubby fruit trees 
and not one would bear full-sized fruit. 
Beyond the material view of the blos­ 
soms on a fruit tree, the esthetic side has 
a strong appeal. 
The mass of delicate 
pink and wdiite blossoms almost hiding 
the limbs and twigs delight the eye with 
their tints. 
Nature has outdone man with 
her color w^ork. 
And the faint perfume 
which is so prodigally scattered on the 
winds certainly in itself would justify the 
care of the trees. 
If one can breathe the entrancing per­ 
fumes from a wild crabapple tree, w^hich 
in desolation is doing its bit to make the 
w^orld a pleasant place to live in, and 
think the tree is w'orthless because the 
fruit is small and the branches are pro­ 
tected by spines, then indeed nature is a 
closed book and apples and other Ifuit 
need not exist outside of a fruit stand. 


T H E SPA N ISH REPU BLIC 
One would be rash indeed to predict 
that the Spanish revolution will at once 
and forever change Spain from a mon­ 
archy to a republic, or establish demo­ 
cratic government in place of a military 
autocracy. 
It is yet to be seen whether 
tlie chief effect of the Bourbon overthrow^ 
will be political or social. 
A totally new' 
element lias taken charge, and the course 
of events will be influenced by the aims 
of the revolutionists. 
There is no assur­ 
ance even that Spain will hold together 
against the separatist movement in* Cata- 
ionia, comments the St- Loui.s Star. 
For decades iS p a in 
has been ruled by 


the aimy, and the army has been kept 
loyal by graft and sinecures paid for by 
tax money. 
Army leaders have found it 
coiuenient to support the king and the 
king has had to stand w'ith the army. 
It 
has been an axiom that there could be 
no successful revolution in Spain unless 
tre army conducted it. 


But the army did not conduct this revo­ 
lution. 
It was made possible by munici­ 
pal elections w'hich gave the republican 
forces control of all the great cities of 
Spain. 
Holding the cities, they had a 
nucleus of police power and opportunity 
to organize militai'y strength. 
The king 
and army 
leaders |surrendered 
rather 
than face this popular uprising. 
u t^i o n s may be roughly divided in­ 
to the Latin American type, a struggle 
between rival military cliques; the Amer­ 
ican type, in which ‘the purpose is the 
establishment 
of a republic 
based 
on 
popular vote, and the French or Russian 
tjpe, in W’hich the purpose is to c\ang e 
social conditions. 


Alfonso 
w^as 
not 
overthrow'ii by a 
“ Latin American” revolution, but by a 
mixture of the 
American 
and 
Russian 
brands. 
The outcome depends on the 
proportions of the mixture. 
If the main 
purpose is 
popular 
government, Spain 
will get a democratic republic or group of 
republics. 
If the chief desire is social 
change, and if that desire is not shared 
by a majority of the Spanish people, then 
there is the prospect of a labor dictator­ 
ship. 
Spanish republicans 
are 
largely 
socialistic and laborite, while the peas­ 
ants are conservative. 
Public utterances 
of the republican leaders all emphasize 
the political or “ American” aspects of 
the revolution. 


King Alfonso cut a small figure in the 
uprising. 
His unfortunate children, not 
one of w^hom measures up to normal stan­ 
dards of mind or body, contributed more 
to the revolution than himself, the people 
fearing a weak succession. 
He has been 
a waster of money and a careless onlook­ 
er at the troubles of the Spanish people, 
but his overthrow' w'as merely an incident 
in the throwing off of a corrupt and op­ 
pressive ruling class. 
The people were 
taxed into revolt by a spendthrift bureau­ 
cracy. 


Admirers of the many charming traits 
in the people of Spain will hope that this 
assertion of human rights may lead to a 
better day on 
the 
Iberian 
peninsula. 
Whether it does or not, it may well mark 
a reversal of the post-w^ar reaction which 
reached its most forcible expression ' 
Italian fascism.

Adult education will be the next out­ 
standing achievement of mankind-

steam, electricity, radio, aeronautics, hy­ 
draulic engineering, 
chemical 
warfare 
and the measurement of light, must now 
learn the secret of running himself so as 
not to go berserk. 
In my view the world 
of Paris-to-London flights is no world for 
a tribal mind. 


We have just passed through a certain­ 
ty of amazing scientific and technologi­ 
cal triumph. 
But it culminated in the 
most disastrous war of all history. 
The 
realization 
is 
becoming 
wide­ 
spread that now the most important fac­ 
tor in world advance is man himself. 
If 
he remains ignorant, untrained to wider 
responsibilities, self-centered and provin­ 
cial, there is little hope for achieving a 
widely developing world. 
Hence the fundamental task of coming 
decades must be to produce a race of 
widely intelligent adults. 
We have per­ 
mitted the adult to go his way largely 
unguided and untrained. 
The result has 
been the mass of ignorance, prejudice, in­ 
tolerance and general inpetitude which 
we find in all save a few processes of 
adult life. 
The adult education is keenly aware 
of the fact that in this modern world 
discoveries come so rapidly on the heels 
of one another that what we have learned 
in childhood or even in college is either 
falsified or modified by later knowledge. 
Hence the need in adult life for keeping 
up with the progress of knowledge.

We hav e a great many inq uiries

trees. All fruit bearing trees should 
be sprayed at least twice and better 
three times from the time that a 
few of the flowers are open until 
all the petals hav e fallen. 
Th e 
spray to be used is plain water, 
with one and one-half tablespoonful 
of arsenate of lead mixed to the 
gallon of water. 
There is a small 
miller that flies at night and lays 
an egg in the flower. 
This 
eg g 
hatches Into a small worm. 
If you 
get a little of this arsenic in the 
flower the worm will be killed be­ 
fore any damage is done .to the 
fruit. 
This worm hatches in the 
middle of the apple or peach and 
then usually eats its way out and 
the fruit falls. 
After the fruit is 
formed, and that means, from the 
size of a pea up, lime-sulphur can 
be used to prev ent *‘rot’* and scab. 
This Is a fungus w'hich grows on the 
fruit. 
Lime-sulphur can be used in 
a dust or powder or mixed with 
W'ater. 
If you use lime-sulphur, it should 
be diluted one to thirty. Get a gal­ 
lon of the liq uid lime-sulphur, and 
you can put it In thirty gallons of 
water and use it as a spray.

C H A PTER X IV 


In response to my request to 
Wasliin^ton for an experienced man 
to take cliarpe of rail transporta­ 
tion, W. W. Atterbiiry, general man­ 
ager of the ennsylvania railroad, 
arrived in France and reported to 
mo Seplemlicr 1, 1917. 
At Atterhiiry’s suggestion a cable 
was sent requesting certain men to 
fill important positions In the or­ 
ganization. 
The list included J. A. 
McRae, 
general 
manager of the 
Long Island railroad, for general 
manager, with C. M. Bunting as 
busines.s manager, II. C. Booz as 
engineer for construction and J. G. 
Rogers as deputy. 
The railway 
problem was far from easy, am 
many were the ol)stacles to be over­ 
come, both in our own and in the 
French services. 
Succe.ssful man­ 
agement 
would 
have 
been 
very 
doubtful under a leader without At- 
terbiiry’s patience, ability and force 
of character. 
Visits to our training areas b\ 
the French, official and otherwise, 
had become rather frequent. 
One 
of the visitors, M. Georges Clemen­ 
ceau, 
who 
always 
remained 
a 
power, even when not in any official 
position (Clemenceau was not then 
prime mini.ster), called at the head­ 
quarters of the First division, ac­ 
companied by General de Castel- 
nau. 


Clemenceau Urges Action. 


Tn the course of the conversation 
with General Sihert, the division 
commander, M. (tlemenceau, with 
considerable emphasis, urged that 
our troops be put into the line with­ 
out delay. It was explained to him 
by General de Castlenaii that as 
soon ns they were sufficiently ad­ 
vanced the troops of the division 
were to be placed by brigades with 
the French in a quiet sector near 
Luneville. 
M. Clemenceau went on to say 
that America had now been in the 
war several months lind the French 
people were wondering when they 
expected to take an active part. He 
said that the French array was 
exhausted by the war and that its 
morale was poor. He insisted than, 
as he did with even greater vehe­ 
mence later on in an official ca­ 
pacity, that it was not so much a 
question of troops being readv as 
it was of giving relief to the allies. 
Although the division was only 
partially trained it could have been 
used in an emergency, but there 
was nothing threatening in the situ­ 
ation at that time and no sugges­ 
tion had been made that It should 
go into the line for serious work. 
The failure of our aviation bu­ 
reau to keep abreast of airplane de­ 
velopment in the contending armies 
cost us serious delay. 
With a lack of data in the be­ 
ginning, little progress had been 
made at home on our aviation pro­ 
gram at the end of five months. 
Fruitless efforts to describe me­ 
chanical construction and give defi­ 
nite information 
concerning pro­ 
duction and otherwise reach de­ 
cisions by cable prompted Washing­ 
ton to send a special mission to 
France, of which Maj. R. C. Boll­ 
ing was the liead. 
Through his ability and expert 
knowledge he rendered exceptional 
sendee in ro-operating with those ^ 
in control of allied aviation and in 


was appointed chief of aviation In 
the A. F. F. 
Colonel Mitchell, who 
had succeeded Major Dodd, the first 
chief of aviation, was given juris­ 
diction over aviation in the zone 
of 
advance. 
Major 
Bolling 
was 
placed in charge of aviation in the 
zone of the interior, and soon suc­ 
ceeded in securing; « lM*C.ter co-oper­ 
ation through an interallied aircraft 
board. 
The next essential step was the 
training of airplane pilots, and ac­ 
cordingly arrangements were made 
for our men to enter flying schools 
in England. France and Italy after 
they had passed their preliminary 
tests at home. Vacancies were held 
for us in those schools, but we were 
unable to take full advantage of 
this opportunity for training be­ 
cause of the delay in sending over 
flyers. However, we proceeded with 
the establishment of our own train­ 
ing centers, the first of which, lo­ 
cated at Issoudun, was planned for 
a capacity of 090 pilots by spring. 


Use of Gas New Problem. 


The use of poisonous gases In 
warfare had been discussed at The 
Hague conference in 1890, with the 
result that several nations pledged 
themselves against the employment 
of projectiles the only object of 
which was to give forth suffocating 
or poisonous gases. This action had 
created a feeling of security re­ 
garding sucli a possibility. 
Germany had subscribed to the 
agreement, find when her armies 
disregarded this pledge and became 
tlie first to use gas shells, the im­ 
pression was that they had now 
thrown every consideration of hu­ 
manity to the winds. 
This actic* by the enemy forced 
the Allies to adopt this weapon 
themselves as a matter of self-pro­ 
tection. From that time on the em­ 
ployment of gas became common to 
all combatants. 
The use of gas In warfare pre­ 
sented an entirely new problem/ to 
us, and the organization of a serv­ 
ice to Iiandle it demanded immedi­ 
ate attention. The first plan of the 
W ar department provided that the 
eng'Ineers should devise and handle 
the mechanical features and the 
medical department the chemical, 
but this soon proved to be imprac­ 
tical and it became evident that, as 
we had maintained at the begin­ 
ning, a separate service would be 
necessary. 
Meanwhile application 
was made for a complete chemi­ 
cal laboratory to be shipped to 
France for use mainly in investi­ 
gation as supplementary to similar 
work in the states. 
Ga« Service Established. 
Considerable 
information 
con­ 
cerning gases and the organization 
of gas troops had been gathered by 
my staff, and on August 18 Lieut. 
Col. Amos A’. Fries was designated 
as chief of the gas service. 
He 
made some further investigation of 
the 
subject in 
the British 
and 
French armies, and as a result an 
order issued September 3 estab­ 
lished a department known at that 
time as the gas service. 
Experiments were at once begun 
to discover new gases and devise 
raprovements in gas masks. 
To 
save tonnage and avoid the dangers 
of explosion in transit, it was de­ 
cided, after consultation with the 
allied services, to request the ship­ 
ment from the States of the basic 
elements 
an d « manufacture 
the 
chemical products in France. After 
thorough tests of different types of 
gas masks we adopted the box re­ 
spirator used by the British, and a 


The Importance of shipping for 
America was beginning to be con­ 
sidered in allied circles. 
I received 
a letter from General Robertson, 
British chief of staff, who spoke of 
their increasing losses and of his 
anxiety regarding the vovage of our 
troops across the Atlantic. 
As to 
tonnage for us. he said, it was en­ 
tirely between Great Britain and 
ourselves, as none of the other 
allies could furnish any to speak of. 
On top of this, in conference a 
few days later with Lord Derby, 
the British minister of war, I was 
told that his government could not 
be counted on to furnish us with 
ships as transports. 
The substance of General Robert­ 
son's letter was cabled to Washing­ 
ton. suggesting the importance of 
taking advantage of the opportu­ 
nity offerqd to obtain additional 
shipping. A few days later we weik

furnishing the necessary technical 
information upon which to base ac­ 
tion at home. 
The investigations 
made by his mission confirmed the 
view that our manufacturers could 
iiot begyi to furnish planes before 
the summer of 191S. 


Pershing Orders Planes. 


After Inquiry as to French ca­ 
pacity to turn out planes, I made a 
i-ontract with the air ministry late 
in August committing us to an ex­ 
penditure of $60,(NX»,000 for 5,000 
planes and 8,500 engines, to be de­ 
livered as rapidly as possible at 
Intervals Ix’fore the first of June, 
191S, on condition that we should 
provide certain tools and raw ma­ 
terials. To make a contract to pay 
such an amount appeared somewhat 
bold, but under the circumstances 
some one had to take the initiative 
in providing planes weeded at once 
for the development of our air 
force. 
As aviation was In no sense a log­ 
ical branch of the signal corps the 
two were sep«arated in the A. K, F. 
as soon as practicable and aviation 
was organized and maintained as a 
dlstiqct force. 
To co-ordinate our 
training with that at home Brig. 
Gen. William L. Kenly was sent 
over the latter part of August and 


preliminary purchase of 100,000 wa^ 
made to meet immediate demands 
for training. 
With the development of trench 
weapons 
and 
special 
tactical 
methods of defense, never had the 
offensive been more costly in hu­ 
man life than in this war. 
The In­ 
genuity of the allies was put to 
the test to devise new engines of 
war that would make the attack 
possible without excessive losses. 
While the tank, which was simply 
an armored caterpillar traction mo­ 
tor car, was favored by many offi­ 
cers ns an aid to advancing in­ 
fantry, 
this opinion was by no 
means unanimous. 
Our investiga­ 
tions, however, led to the conclu­ 
sions that we should accejit allied 
experience and also adopt the tank 
as a weapon.

(ransatiantlc transports were being 
made by the shipping board. 
There was little in the general 
situation to give comfort to the 
allies. 
Lossz's 
by 
the 
British 
hroiigh continuing operations were 
still growing. 
There no longer re­ 
mained any doubt as to Russia’s 
fate, and it was consequently cer- 
aln that German troops on that 
iTont would be released for service 
in the west. 
LTnder the circum­ 
stances the tired allied peoples 
were easily influenced by rumors. 
The pope’s proposal, issued an 
August, started some talk of peace, 
but as It failed to condemn Ger­ 
man’s violation of treaties and her 
inhumane su’omarine warfare the 
note did not make a favorable Im­ 
pression on the allies. 
In fact, it 
was crlticize<l in terms that were 
not at all moderate. 
The various 
replies from the different govern­ 
ments did, however, arouse some 
hope, wliich was altogether unwar­ 
ranted by the real attitude of the 
belligerent powers on either side. 


Visit« Artillery School. 


The military post of Le Valda- 
hon, near the Swiss border, used 
by us as a school for our field ar­ 
tillery, was one of several which 
had been kindly set apart for Amer­ 
icans in different parts of Phrance. 
The 
others were at Costquidan 
and Meucon, near St. Xazaire, and 
at Souge and La Corneaii. near Bor­ 
deaux, and also at Montinorillon, 
Saumur and Angers, with a school 
for heavy artillery at Mailly, south­ 
east of Rlieims. 
The school at Valdahon was then 
under the direction of Brigadier 
General March, an energetic and 
alert commander. 
At the time of 
my visit the Fifth, Sixth and Sev­ 
enth regiments, comprising the field 
artillery brigade of the First di­ 
vision, were there for training. 
As to the signal corps and its 
progress, Colonel Russell, before 
leaving Washington, had ordered a 
large consignment of material for 
both telegraph and telephone serv­ 
ices, but so far none had been re­ 
ceived except wliat Avas sent with 
us on the Baltic. 
Finding it neces­ 
sary to establish onr own service 
In Paris, where the city system was 
almost useless, we were fortunately 
able at once to obtain enough ma­ 
terial for the purpose in England 
and France. 


Telephone Girl« on the Job. 


The signal corps had, of course, 
to anticipate the comiminications 
necessary in battle. J'herefore defl- 
nite decisions were rcqiiircMl some 
time in advance as to spheres of 
operations. 
Tons of material, most 
of whicli, except wire, was obtained 
in P’rance, and any amount of la­ 
bor was used in the actual instal­ 
lation. 
The main telephone and 
telegraph lines in proximity to the 
actual battle area were, when prac­ 
ticable, laid underground to pre­ 
vent destruction. 
One of the crjing needs when we 
once began to use our own lines 
was for experienced operators. In­ 
stead of trying to train men of the 
signal corps I requested that a 
number of experienced telephone 
girls who could speak P'rench be 
sent over, and eventually wi^ had 
about 200 girls on this duty. 
No civil telephone service that 
ever came under my obsenatlon 
excelled the perfection of our sys­ 
tem after it was Avell established. 
The telephone girls in the A. E. F. 
took great pains and pride in their 
work and did it with satisfaction 
to all.
